AMERICAN EX-BANK MANAGER 
ELUDES MAN - HUNT. 


DESPERATE EFFORTS TO TAKE 
OWN LIFE 


Shanghai, Yesterday. 

‘J. M. Hansen, the American wanted for the 
murder of Rodney K. Heim was found dead early 
to-day in a boarding house in Rue Lafayette, shot 
eo the head. He apparently took his own 
ife. 

A boy in the boarding house attempted to 
rouse Hansen this morning and failing he climbed 


| to the transom and peeped into the room. The man 


lay moaning on the bed with hig wrists slashed. 
The boy ran to the proprietor who telephoned 
the Police; but before the Officers arrived, Hansen, 
had shot himself through the head with an auto- 
‘’ matic which* is believed to be the same one with 
which he killed Heim. a 
He had attempted to take poison before cut- 
ting his wrist veins, and used the gun as a last re- 


sort. — Reuter. 

An extensive man hunt for John Martin Hansen, ex-manager 
of the American and Oriental Bank in Tientsin, formerly a mem- 
ber of the 4th. American Marines, is being conducted in Shanghai 
by the International Settlement, French Town and Chinese Police, 
who are co-operating In the combing out of the city. 

This action follows the murder of Rodney K. Heim, a young 

American, employed in the Shanghai office of the Standard Oil 
Company. 
' The discovery of the:crime was made when the body of Neim 
was discovered in the open country, off the Great Western Road at 
noon on Friday, and later a warrant was {fssued for the arrest 
of Hansen. 

Deepest mystery enshrouds the murder, as Hansen and Helm 
were regarded as close friends, diving together in Tientsin, and cor- 
responding regularly when they separated. 

Accordinz to a Chinese motor driver, Hansen accompanied by 
Heim, hired a motor truck, ostensibly to ected some luggage from 
the Railway Station. é 

Both the men sat together with the driver in the front tat, 
After proceeding some distance, the driver heard a report, and 
thought a tyre had burst. As he slowed down Helm slumped in 
the seat, and the driver’ aided Hansen to lift him into the back 
portion of the truck. 

The driver subsequently discovered that Heim had disappear- 
ed, and his body was later found dumped in an open field, exposed 
to the full view of passers-by. . 

There were bullet wounds in the head and chest. 

Heim came to China a year azo to join the staff of the Standard 
Oil Company in Shanghai, and intended returning to America on 
Sunday. Hansen also intended to go to America for a holiday. 

WAS A CHEERFUL MAN.

United Effort for - 
’ New Policy. 


SILVER DENIED ALL 
RECOGNITION. 


Mr. Churchill, in a broadcast to 
America from London-iast month, 
condemned ‘deflation as‘a hideous 
process, _ 

It was, he said, the main cause of 
our troubles, and he suggested that 
the British Empire and the United 
States should make a great united 
effort to provide the world with a 
money system from whith all 
nationa might benefit alike. 

“Then,” he declared, “we shall 
have reached the end of these 
absurd nightmares when the plenty 
which springs from enterprise and 
aclence seems’ only to lead to priva- 


‘Itton when gencrous harvests are 


dreaded like the plague; when all 
that man has done, and, has yet to 
do, ja limited by the chance dis- 
coveries or releases of a single 
metal.” : 

Mr. Churchill pointed out that wo 
were told that our troubles were due 
to overproduction; and that we wore 
in want because we had become too 
clever at making all the things wo 
Iwanted. There was so much food 
jthNt many were hungry. 

‘I don't belfeve it,” he sald. “TI 
believe that something has gone 
wrong with.the monetary system. 
It no longer affords men and nations 
nn adequate means of exchanging 
what they are capable of producing. 
Gold, having been cornered and 
hoarded, has gone up 70'per cent. in 
value in the Jast five years, and the 


price of everything, Iacluding silver,! . 


has fallen, 
“This Hidcous Process.” — 

“Surely the fact that silver 
is denied all rank . or re- 
cognition, surely the fact that 
the difference in price be- 
tween silver and wold is greater 
than it has ever been, ought to 
jexelte the concern of world states- 
;men, 

“It is this hideous process of de- 
flition which is the main cause of 
our troubles. : 

“Why do our two countries not 
tuke ‘counse) together? Why do 
they not try 
understanding about the money 
policy of the world?) Why do they 
not try to arrest this remorseless 
and destructive deflation?. Why do 
they ‘not try to revaluate com- 
modities to the level of, say, 1928, 
and secure a price leve) which will 
give a fair return to the prime pro- 
ducer, and thus ennble him to buy 
again the manufactures of our efties 
and workshops? 

“You see the nations walling 
themselves of into different pens. 
Even we in England have been 
forced to do that at Inst. Well,.we 
have got a pretty good pen in the 
British Empiro, and so have you in 
the United States. But aurely it 
will be a great disnster If the 
money systems of the world divide 
themselves into gold countries and 
sterling countries, and ff it becomes 
very diMcult for trade to pass be- 
tween these two tremendous groups. 

“Surely now, before wo reach the 
final parting of the ways, we ought 
to make a great united effort to 
provide the world . with a money 
system from which all nations may 
benefit, alike, 

“All dther questions fade Into the 
background compared with this 
money question. Come on now, Iet 
us see what we can do to solve it 
together.” i

Effected by Outflow of 
Gold. 


New York, June 9, 
A new record for the year in 
gold car-marked for export hna 
beon established in the past week, 
the loss of gold -to America being 
$132,000,000. : 

Thin is going chiefly to France 
and Switzerland. 

The United States gold reserva 
{is now left with approximately 
$4,000,000,000, a reduction of five 
hundred million during the -pre- 
sent year, : 

It is believed that foreign banks 
still have: balances amounting to 
three hundred million’ dollars 
which probably will be withdrawn 
gradually. 


This heavy loss of gold restricts 
the ability of the Federal Reservo 
Board to follow a policy of credit 
expansion ‘within the legal mint- 
mum gold cover and it is under- 
stood thnt as result of the outflow 
of gold the Board has decided to 
cease its recent policy of heavy 
purchasing of United States Gov- 
ernment bonds in order to pile up 
an, excess reserve in member banks, 
thus encouraging them to liberalisce 
credit to business. 

The results of this policy, in 
which the board has spent about 
six hundred million dollars,, has 
been disuppointing as it produced 
no outfloty from ‘the banks, which 
complain of the fewness of sound 
}borrowers, and has resulted in no 
improvement of business.

Weirb: .k, which transited the canal 
on April 14, carried a full cargo of 
8,077 tons of centrifugal sugar from 
Cuba for Hong Kong. This ship- 
ment was made by the Corporacion 
Exportadora Nacional de Azucar at 
Puerto Padre, Cuba, 

The distance from Cuba to Hong 
Kong is 10,240 miles against 630 
Manila to Hong Kong. ‘In addition, 
the vessel carrying this Cuban 
sugar had to pay G$1,20 per ton 
Panama Canal dues (G$9,692.40). 
This full sugar cargo ia one of many 
that had been shipped from Cuba 
to the Orient,

This fanatic figure holds his position 
by hereditary right and is also a millionaire, but at 
the same time he swears that: he is an ardent 
Communist.

Your putt lps the hole but docs 
not sink; your adversary meanwhile 
has mado sure of a half by stopping 
his chip shot within, inches. 

Sometimes a golfer will keep the 
game alive by holing a few long 
putts, but while the ability to putt 
{a ono mark of the “sticky” player, 
he is not a golfer whose only merit 
is unexpectedness in putting. Ex- 
espttonal putting goes a long way, 
but it will not absolutely carry a 
player. He must “crack” if he is 
asking his putting to-do all that in 
other shots should do. The “sticky” 
golfer does not flatter then faltor; 
he rarely seoms to hit any big shots, 
yet he makes the most of every lle.

T last a definite stand has been taken on the reparations ques- 
A tion and the splendid lead given by Sir John Simon_on behalf 
of Great Britain at the opening of the Lausanne Conterence will 
force a decision from the delegates of the other nations. And in 
the face of an enlightened puuie opinion that decision cannot be a 
refusal ay statesmen dare not flaunt the rapidly growing tide of 
opinion that the reparations should be completely cancelled. -Un- 
tortunately, however, diplomats still have recourse to the old refuge 
of hedging and it is feured that an effort will be made at: Lausanne 
to dodge the issue. indication of this was afforded in yesterday's 
cables, chiefly in' the report that Wrench quarters are already ex- 
pressing misgivings regarding the wisdom of Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
Yonald’s declaration of the.decision of the Powers ‘to: suspend ‘the 
Payment of debts while the Conterence ig sitting, as committing the 
signatories to an indefinite prolongation of the ‘moratorium, ‘Vhen, 
too, the French Premier, M, Herriot, expressed the view ‘that annul- 
ment would not constitute an ellicacious or equitable solution, nor 
restore the equilibrium essential to improve sccurity, He suid 
that France believed that a moditicaion of economic restrictions 
would attain their purpose more surely than sdmmary measures, 
this last declaration reflects the endeavour of the French ‘to tind 
some substitute scheme as an alternative to the cancellation of re- 
parations, a move which the Irench have strenuously opposed, and 
which, it is feared; they will continue to oppose., While condemnu- 
tion of this attitude is almost universal, it is not difficult to com- 
prehend the French view. ‘he great bugbear of France is Security, 
and rightly or wrongly a weak Germany is construced one of the 
main jactors in Frencn Security. France is not unjustifted in tak- 
ing every precaution in sateguarding her existence, hut an exag- 
gerated view, such as the obstinate stand on reparations, which not 
only hinders world progress, but also impedes the attainment of a 
measure of international co-operation, is not only detrimental to the 
world, but is haymful to France herself, Most of the french states- 
men recognise the necessity tor the granting of some relief to Ger- 
many and other embarrassed Europead countries, but all fear to 
risk the inevitable storm of protest of a large section of the French 
voters, It is early in the Conference to draw concludions but the 
developments so dar provide considerable support for the conten. 
tions of the many sceptical pessimists who hold that the Conference 
was doomed before it started. Be that as it may, It:seems highly 
improbable at the present stage that any really conclusive and eitec- 
tive accomplishment will be achieved, although the foundation may 
be laid for Iter constructive action, : ae 

If the Conference Is unsuccessful, and & complete failure is not 
anticipated by even the most extreme pessimists, the result will 
not be laid at the hands of the British delegates, ' The President of 
the Conference, Mr. Ramsay MacDonald, has inspired hopes in every 
part of the world by hia sincere efforts to achieve something which 
will benefit all nations. Britain once again has shown the way and 
by taking the initiative 
world’s most pressing and vital problem has been presented. Whe- 
ther tho opportunity will be availed: of depends on the attitude of 
the other delegates and the sacrifice made by Britain should act ax 
an incentive. Tho silence in Germany is disturbing and.may almost 
be termed sinister, Obviously the Germans, driven by now to dés- 
pair and desperation, are waiting quictly and hopefully for the con- 
cessions that should be made, Unless a palliative is offered passiva- 
ness will be replaced by action, and that action may’ be attended by 
disastrous consequences. The first step would almost certainly be 
the election of Hitler, the: man who has promised the youth of Ger- 
many that no-more reparations or war dabts will be paid after his 
elevation to power.. Only one method could be applied to overcome. 
German deflance ‘and that would be armed action. Neither the 
United States nor Great Britain would consent to any, resort to force 
but the issue might easily he forced by a European clash. Conflict 
hetween ambitious nations ‘and countries on the verge of bankruptcy 
wuold not he long in starting, and the'position.is'a grave ono, The 
statesmen at: Lausanne can. dissjpata the threat ‘by “conclusive 
action, and’this-Conference is.one of the' last‘opportunities for the 
arrival at a harmonious, and peaceful. scttlement:.

The temperature can 
be reduced ‘to ‘ahy degree.” No mat- 
ter what the temperature may "bo 
outside, the humidity can be reduc- 
ed by moro than half,

American Mind 


T the present time, a man of a 
sympathetic turn of mind must be 
feeling the strain of overwork, the 
world is so full of deserving objects 
of comfort and good cheer. But 
even in.the midst of universal ruin, 
the unfortunate Americans surely 
deserve a special anxicty all to 
themselves, For one thing, they 
fell so unexpectedly and from such 
a height, and they landed with such 
a reverberating thump, like Carnera 
taking a count of nine. And for 
another, Americans are so much 
more likely than other people to 
suffer permanent ill-effects from the 
* depression. 
This, of course, assumes that the 
depression will lift before Western 
civilisation crumbles. Professional 
prophets of doom, called In America 
the “whither-are-we-drifting boys,” 
are by no means sure that it will; 
but if any country comes through, 
that country will be the States. 
The dollar will shine forth again, 
glittering and resplendent, and Ford 
will go back .to maximum output; 
but the interesting and doubtful 
point is the possible recovery of the 
American mind If the British 
economic system survives the strain,

the White House. What better man 
could you ask for? 
| This practical philosopher, ‘con-

- IMPROVEMENTS IN 1932. 


Automobile prices are not greatly 

lower this year, but valuc is eertain- 
ly greater than ever before, with the 
Inclusion of anfety glass all round, 
the sliding roof, real leather for up- 
holstery, arm-rests, bumpers and 
many other items formerly classed 
aa oxtras. Whether present value 
can be maintained is another mat- 
ter, and the doubt provides another 
argument for buying a new car 
now. . ; 
Cars will never be better as re- 
yards quality for price, the old car 
is always depreciating and by keep- 
ing an old car an owner js always 
depriving himsclf of all the cou- 
veniences, economics and pleasures 
offered by the car of 1932. 

The owner of an_ old-type 12 h.p. 
model mny find it a real economy as 
well ng a pleasure to own one of 
the new.9 hp. or 10 h.p. cars, while 
the owner of a 7 hyp. or 8 hep. small 
enr will find many advantages in the 
slightly Jarger ear, at very little 
more cost, althoukh the British 
babiés represent motoring in its 
most economical form, and a won- 
derfully satisfactory form, too. 

Points for Decision. 

The 1932 car in all sizes is de- 
finitely better braked as well as bet- 
ter’ engined, and the standard of 
braking is now generally satisfac- 
tory. This item can be disregard: 
ed, but the necessibitity of brake 
adjustments as well as of lubricat- 
ing points may be given.some con- 
sideration. 

Even if the cur is to be serviced, 
it will be the better looked after if 
all point requiring tttention are 
convenient of access. 

Aa regards the number of eylin- 
ders, when it comes toover 12 h.p. 
tho general preference is for. six 
cylinders, and very naturally — so. 
Below 12 hp. there are some ex- 
cellent little sixes’ whose running 
amply justifies the greater number 
of parts, but the novice is perhaps 
the better advised’ to start with a 
good four, which lends itself a little 
more to owner maintenance. But 
things belng equal, the six general- 
ly costs a little extra to buy and 
run, but the buyer must decide for 
himself if he sufficiently appreciates 
the difference between the small 
fours and sixes, -

How To Park A 
Motor-Car, 

Quite a number of persons are 
injured and a certain umount of 
damage to property and other vehi- 
cles is caused every year through 
vehicles running away after hay- 
ing been left unattended on in- 
clines. Vibration from passing 
traflic, interference by mischievous 
boys, or a defective brake aro com- 
mon causa. 

The precautions whioh are neces- 
sary to avoid such a happening are 
so very simple that one wonders 
why full advantage fs not taken of 
them. Cpa 
For instance, if you wish to leave 
your car facing downhill it is only 
nevesSary to turn the front wheels 
into the kerbstone, which forms a 
very effective chock. Should the 
kerb be very low, ‘bottom gear can 
be engaged ag an added precaution, 
It will hardly be necessary to men- 
tion that the brake should be left 
on ag well. 

tf the car is facing up-hill the 
wheels should be turned outwards 
so that the back of the wheel comes 
up agninst the kerb when the car 
is allowed to run back a few inches, 
Alternatively a chock can be car- 
ried, . 

When o gear is engaged 
must be taken not. to attempt to 
start the engine initdvertently with- 
out first moving the gear lever {n- 
to neutral. 


LONDON CAR THEFTS. 


The Home Secretary has stated 
that, although during 1931 the 
number of cara stolen -in the Metro- 
politan aren was 5,086, of these 
4,869 were recovered. On the sur- 
face these figures do not look so 
disereditable, but what was the con- 
dition of the recovered cars? 
Clearly greater protection from 
theft fs necessary, and manufactur. 
ers should provide better’ locking 
systems, It must not be forgotten 
that a stolen car {a almost certainly 
driven dangerously.

FORD PLANT NEARS 
COMPLETION. 


200,000 Cars Per 
Year. 


LARGEST IN EUROPE. 


The new Ford plant beside the 
Thames ot Dagenham, England, is 
nearing completion and much of it 
is alrendy operating.’ 

Wark was started carly in’ 1929 
in what was then marshland, 
Fourteen thousand piles — were 
driven inte the carth, Beds of 
concrete began to ‘grow up on top 
of them and soon there was an 
expanse of concrete floor space 
stretching away as far ag the cye 
could see. Where cattle had for- 
merly grazed, a 28-acre concrete 
floor was shaped. 

The factory, when completed, will 
be the largest single autamedile 
plant in Europe and will have 
a capacity of 200,000 cars a year 
with the possibility of giving  re- 
gular employment to 15,000 men.

A British firm of motor manufac- 
turers has secured an order, against 
keen foreign competition, for a 
lurge number of vehicles for desert 
transport. They sre special ten- 
wheeled Mexible vehicles capable of 
carrying ten.lons of.steec! pipes, up 
to bOft. in length, for the mew 
pipe-line of the Irak Petroleum Co, 

This pipe-line will be 1,600 miles 
long, sturting at the new oilficld at 
Kirkuk, und proceeding to Haditha, 
where it will fork, one terminal be- 
ing at Tripoli and the other at Hal- 
tu, For the greater part it: will 
run through rugged country with 
loose and changing sarid.

He felt con- 
vinced that in that spirit only could 
the problem before them be success- 
fully solved and the firat step taken 
towards a’ return. to normal condi- 
tions. 

The real problem they had to con- 
sider was not the capacity of ono 
country or another to make pay- 
ments but whether the making of 
such payments and even the un 
certainty about the future created 
by the Hablility to make them con 
stituted a standing menace to the - 
maintenance of international. 
trade. :
